The only people who can do this, 
and do it on a sound and practical j 
basis, are farmers. 
The week brought one more in­ 
teresting adventure. Early on Sat- j 
urday morning we took off with 
the Northrops for Possum Holler, 
a farm forestry project deep in 
the Ozarks which has recently 
been added to the activities at 
Possum Trot. Possum Holler con­ 
sists of a hall-section of timber 


land running up both sides of a 
narrow Ozark valley down which 
flows one of the loveliest springs 
in Missoi<ri. 
This land will be managed as a 
“tree farm ” under the Missouri 
Forest Crop law, and small acre­ 
age of “throw nout” fields seeded 
down to serecial 
lespedeza and 
other legumes and grasses. These 
will, 
f o r the time being, furnish 
food and cover for wildlife and 
may eventualyy carry a few head 
of beef cattle. 
On this journey we picked up 
our friend Ben Davis, who has been 
out in that country with us before, 
and Thad Snow, who 
certainly 
needs no introduction to Post-Dis­ 
patch readers. Earl Kinder of the 
Conservation Commission joined us 
and we headed out across ridges, 
through the 
creeks and up ihe 
“hollers” until we came to the 
particular one w heie our spring is 
i hidden. And ther«* beside the : pi ing 
branch we kindled a lire and cook­ 
ed our m id-day meal, not for­ 
getting to mix a touch of branch 
water with some very fine Bourbon 
which somehow turned up in one 
i of the half-dozen split hickory 
baskets that always accompany us 
on our trips into the woods. We i 
gathered watercress from the tons | 
which grow in the 
swift, cold 
stream and planned where one day 
a cabin might be built. All too soon 
the autum n sun slanted downward 
through the golden leaves of oak 
and sugar inaple; and it was time 
to pack our picnic gear to head 
home through the moonlit night to 
Possum Trot.

Two kinds of poison 
will be available—red squill mixed 
with meat and fish, and a warfarin 
cereal mixture. W arfarin is a new, 
highly effective poison for rats 
and mice. Put out both poisons at 
the same time. Baits that are order­ 
ed now will be available at dis­ 
tributors in all parts ol the county 
on the day of the 
banquet.

is November 24.

Though used for thousands of 


, years by gardeners, cold frames arc 
just as useful now as in the days of 
the Roman empire. Originally pits 
in which plants could be protected 
on cold nights by a covering, which 
was removed when the sun shone, 
the chief difference today is that 
glass, 
or 
a 
translucent 
plastic, 


serves for covering. 
Every complete garden needs a 


cold frame. 
It is a most useful 


tool all year around. If you lack this 
aid to garden success, fall is a good 
time to build it. and the illustration 
shows how it may be constructed 
and put to immediate use for rooting 
winter flowering bulbs. 
Hyacinths, early tulips, narcissi 
and daffodils are the principal ones 
which need a dark, cool situation to 
encourage 
early 
root 
formation 
Bury them in the frame bed in the 
pots you expect to grow them in, 
and W'hen roots have developed suf­ 
ficiently bring them indoors for the 
quick growth of the tops and blos­ 
som s. 


The frosts of late fall bring to 
mind problems of harboring pansy 
and perennial seedlings. 
If you 
plant them late they will no doubt 
need 
some 
additional protection, 
and the cold fram e will provide it. 
The best all-around method is to pot 
the plants, and set them into the 
frame. 
Such 
treatment 
assure* 
a few more weeks of growth, and 
will enable them to benefit from ex­ 
tra warmth in the spring and get an 
early start. 
Perennials which are difficult to 
grow without this protection 
in­ 
clude the foxgloves with their ."late­ 
ly spires, the canterbury beils and 
delphiniums. Although they are per­ 
fectly hardy so far as cola weather 
is concerned, they are very susc ep- 
tible to wet weather, and thawing 
and freezing. There is onlv one safe 
way to grow them in ce:d climates 
and that is by wintering them in a 
cold frame, where they wilt be safe 
from wet and the cnanges in tem­ 
perature will be tempered by the 
glass of the frame.

Missouri Division of Employment Security 


Law Tests Eligibility of 
Unemployed to Benefits

Are you able to work? 
Are you available for immediate 
employment if there is a job for 
you? 
Have you been working in insured 
employment? 
Have you registered for work at 
the 
Missouri 
State 
Employment 
Service? 
Have you made a reasonable ef­ 
fort to find suitable work? 
If eligible for unemployment in­ 
surance your answer must be “yes," 
because these conditions must be 
met before the jobless worker can 
receive benefits. 
And if the “yes” isn’t factual, be- 
beware! You’re in for trouble! Ad­ 
ministration methods t r a p th e 
“chiselers" who file illegal claims. 
The division reports it 
discovers 
overpayments at the rate of $35,000 
a month and annually sends to jail 
about 1,000 “chiselers." 
Not only do “chiselers” have to 
make restitution of the ill-gotten 
money, but all of their accumulated 
wage credits also are forfeited 
In 
such event the “chiseler” cannot 
again receive benefits until a new 
base-period 
and 
sufficient 
wage 
* credits have been reestablished. 


Legal Points Tested 
Considerable controversy has cen­ 
tered on the provisions “able to 
work,” “available for work,” and 
“have 
made 
reasonable 
personal 
search for suitable work.” 
Argu­ 
ments developed over the definition 
of “reasonable." Interpretations 
came out of test cases. 
The following cases show what oc­ 
curred when jobless workers, tem­ 
porarily denied benefits, eventually 
won because circumstances found 
found them “able and available" for 
work. 
1.—A worker’s appeal was sus­ 
tained because he proved to the sat­ 
isfaction of the courts that he was 
unable to get satisfactory commuter 
transportation from where he lived 
to the place where a job was avail­ 
able. 
2.—A worker had received work­ 
men’s compensation for total and 
permanent disability. It was held he 
was able and available for work but 
that he could not safely be required 
to work where subjec*ed to silica 
dust. 
3.—A worker admittedly made no 
independent effort to find work but 
it was shown he was available for 
work at the plant in which he had 
been working but which was idle 
due to a strike. Not being a union 
worker and not involved in the labor 
dispute, he was held entitled to ben­ 
efits. 
4.—A salesgirl would accept a job 
only on the condition she would not 
have to work on Saturdays due to 
her religious beliefs Her claim was 
upheld. 
Examples in which workers were 
found not "able and available for 
work" and not entitled to benefits. 
1.—A plumber who, after a rea­ 
sonable wait, refused to accept any 
kind of work for less than $1.50 an 
hour. 
2.—A cylinder grinder moved to a I 
small t-own He restricted himself to 


light work on truck driving. It was 
held that he had made himself un­ 
available by moving to where jobs 
were limited. 
3 —A woman worker was denied 
benefits because she personally did 
not actively seek work, challenging 
the state employment service to find 
j her work. 
4.—A press operator who suffered 
extreme nervousness was found up- 
able to work, therefore not eligibi# 
for benefits. 
5.—A seasonal canning 
factory 
employee became idle In mid-sum.* 
mer and expected tp be called baca; 
in the fall. Meanynile she was de­ 
nied benefits because she refused to 
' consider othe: employment. 
6 — An assembly worker demanded 
85 cer.rs an hour. She claimed sh* 
needed that much to pay for tub 
care of her children while sha 
worked. It was held that 85 cents an 
hour was above the prevailing wage 
rate, and that the worker's domestic 
ooligations had no bearing in the 
matter. 


Suitable W ork“ Defined 
When an unemployed worker re­ 
fuses “suitable" work benefit pay­ 
ments cease. A claimant first inuit 
register with the state employment 
service and accept “suitable" work 
if found eligible to receive benefits, 
Rulings on what constitute “suit­ 
able" work, taken from case his­ 
tories, follow: 
1.—The employment service called 
i an unemployed woman about a job. 
Commitments made it impossible 
for her to report for work at once. 
But she could do so within another 
day. 
It was held 
that benefits 
should not be denied if personal 
dental or medical appointments in­ 
terfered for only one day. 
3-—A cook was held to have re­ 
fused suitable employment without 
1 good cause when he refused a $i*5- 
a-week job because he did not wart 
to work for a Greek. He was demed 
unemployment insurance. 
3.—A retail shoe salesman de­ 
clined to accept a position with an­ 
other shoe store on a salary and 
commission basis because he kr-ew 
its business volume was down and 
its commissions were extremely low. 
It was held that this knowledge 
provided good cause for his failure 
to apply for the job. 
4 —A claimant who had worked in 
a box factory for 98 cents an hour 
was referred to a laundry job pay­ 
ing 55 cents an hour. He did not in­ 
quire about the job. In determining 
the case it was held that the job 
offering a wage rate of 43 cents an 
hour less than his last job was not 
suitable work and benefits were or­ 
dered paid to him. 
5.—An assembler in an electrical 
plant at $1.01 an hour was laid off. 
Another electrical firm offered her 
similar work at $30 a week on the 
condition she promise not to quit if 
recalled by her former employer. 
I he claimant was found to be jus­ 
tified in declining the provisional 
job offer, which was “ not suitable" 
by reason of the lower salary.

Deer Than Hunters 


JE F F E R S O N CIAY, Mo. — M ore 
d eer a re now being killed accid en t­ 
ally each y ear than w ere taken by 
M issouri h u n ters du rin g open sea­ 
sons preceding the 
C onservation 
C om m ission’s d eer restoration p ro ­ 
gram , M elvin O. Steen, chief of the 
Fish and G am e Division, said to­ 
day in view ing prospects of M is­ 
souri’s 6 -day w hitetail h u n t this 
year, Nov. 27 through Dec. 2. 


“M issouri is today a m a jo r deer 
state, and one of the indicators is 
h ig h w ay m ortality,” 
Steen said. 
“Since J u iy first C onservation A - 
gents began m aking special reports 
of all d eer accidents com ing to th eir 
attention. D uring this period of a 
little o v er four m onths, 40 deer 
have been killed in M issouri by 
m otor vehicles and railroad trains. 
A lm ost as m any have been lost in 
v arious o ther ways.” 
“We have deer in 
M issouri,” 
Steen continued, “d eer enough to 
provide a m uch bigger legal h a r ­ 
vest th a n is being taken. H ow ever, 
u n d er ou r conditions the a d v a n ta g e 
is all w ith the deer; 
especially 
w h ere o rd in ary h u n tin g m ethods 
are used. O ur hu n ters m u st im - 


prove their h u nting m ethods if they 
are to increase their success.” 
He illustrated the point by com ­ 
paring the know n success of w ell- 
organized h u n ts w ith th a t of r a n ­ 
dom deer hunting. In w ell-organiz-i 
ed hunts, using system atic drives, 
deer h u n te rs in 1949 scored a suc­ 
cess ranging as high as seventy per

only seven per cent.

Suggestions for Winter ITse of Cold Fram e 


Though used for thousands of 
years by gardeners, cold frames are 
just as useful now as in the days of 
the Roman empire. Originally pits 
in which plants could be protected 
on cold nights by a covering, which 
was removed when the sun shone, 
the chief difference today is that 
glass, 
or 
a 
translucent 
plastic, 
serves for covering. 
E very complete garden needs a 
cold frame. 
It is a most useful 
tool a ll year around. If you lack this 
aid to garden success, fall is a good 
time to build it, and the illustration 
shows how it may be constructed 
and put to immediate use for rooting 
winter flowering bulbs. 
Hyacinths, early tulips, narcissi 
and daffodils are the principal ones 
which need a dark, cool situation to 
encourage 
early 
root 
formation 
Bury them in the frame bed in the 
pots you expect to grow them in. 
and when roots have developed suf­ 
ficiently bring them indoors for the 
quick growth of the tops and blos­ 
som s. 


The frosts of late fall bring to 
mind problems of harboring pansy 
and perennial seedlings. 
If you 
plant them late they will no doubt 
need 
some additional 
protection, 
and the cold frame will provide it. 
The best all-around method is to pot 
the plants, and set them into the 
frame. 
Such 
treatment 
assures 
a few more weeks of growth, and 
will enable them to benefit from ex­ 
tra warmth in the spring and get an 
early start. 
Perennials which are difficult 1o 
grow without this protection in­ 
clude the foxgloves with their state­ 
ly spires, the canterbury bells and 
delphiniums. Although they are per­ 
fectly hardy so far as cold weather 
is concerned, they are very suscep­ 
tible to wet weather, and thawing 
and freezing. There is onlv one safe 
way to grow them in cold climates 
and that is by wintering them in a 
cold frame, where they will be safe 
from wet and the cnanges in tem­ 
perature will be tempered by the 
glass of the frame.

JE F F E R S O N Cl AY, Mo. — More 
d eer arc now being killed accident­ 
ally each y ear than w ere taken by 
Missouri h u n ters during open sea­ 
sons preceding the 
Conservation 
C om m ission’s deer restoration pro ­ 
gram , Melvin O. Steen, chief of the 
Fish and G am e Division, said to­ 
day in viewing prospects of Mis­ 
souri’s 6-day w hitetail h u n t this 
year, Nov. 27 through Dec. 2. 


“ Missouri is today a m ajor deer 
state, and one of the indicators is 
h ig h w ay m ortality,” 
Steen said. 
“Since Ju iy first C onservation A- 
gents began m aking special reports 
of all deer accidents com ing to their 
attention. D uring this period of a 
little over four m onths, 40 deer 
have been killed in Missouri by 
m otor vehicles and railroad trains. 
A lm ost as m any have been lost in 
various other w ays.” 
“We have deer in 
M issouri,” 
Steen continued, “deer enough to 
provide a m uch bigger legal h a r­ 
vest than is being taken. H ow ever, 
u n d er ou r conditions the ad v an tag e 
is all w ith the deer; 
especially 
w h ere o rd in ary hu n tin g m ethods 
are used. O ur h u n te rs m ust im ­ 


prove their h u nting m ethods if they 
fare to increase their success.” 
He illustrated the point by com ­ 
paring the know n success of w ell- 
organized h u nts with th a t of r a n ­ 
dom deer hunting. In w ell-organiz-i 
ed hunts, using system atic drives, 
d eer h u n ters in 1949 scored a suc­ 
cess ranging as high as seventy per 
cent, w hereas the state-w id e a v e r­ 
age for unorganized deer h u nting is 
only seven per cent. 
Steen coiced his belief th at ii 
present trends and conditions con­ 
tinue, the tak in g of doe d eer in 
problem areas will soon be neces­ 
sary.
